2d division of tbe 20lh army corps 
at the battle of the Chickamauga was com- 
manded by Brigadier-General ■ W. Johnson. 
Previous to the fight it had been encamped at 
one of the depressions of Pigeon Mountain 
called Catlett's Gap. Oa the morning of the 
19tb orders were received to push forward to 
the support of the left wing, which was done, 
Gen. Johnson reporting to Gen. Thomas, who 
instructed him to rewve up in the direction of 
the battle, where the cannonading was fiercest. 
As the division approached the spot, General 
Thomas in person ordered it to form its battle 
line and advance to the attack. This advance 
was made in a somewhat oblique direction to 
the main line, with Willich's brigade on the 
right, Baldwin's on the left, and Dodge s as 
a reserve, and the rebels were forced back. 
At this time Hazen s brigade, on the right of 
tbe 2d division, beiDg heavily pressed, Gen. 
Johnson 8'-ut his reserve under Dodge to it* 
relief, which it accomplished briskly at dou- 
ble-quick and in the most gallant manner. I a 
the impetuosity of the advance of Willich anl 
Baldwin, tbe rebels were driven about a mile 
back along their entire front, but there was 
no co-operating movement on th -ir flaiks, 
fo tbat Willich soon found his right unsup- 
ported, and was compelled to abandon his 
forward movement and hold his ground. This 
was done until about an hour before Mii(|a*JE. 
when the enemy made one of hi* tremendous 
attacks in full force on every side an! the 
division was almost enveloped by overwhelm- 
ing numbers. This sanguinary battle was 
until it was impossible to distin- 
nemy from our own troops, and a 
hand to hand fight ensued, which resulted in 
thereiul e of the rebels, while the 2d divi- 
ak>a held it* own position. In the meant im-, 
General Tbomaa uou Oidetctl wie division to 
fall back to a designated point at dark, and 
the brigaue commanders, Willich, Baldwin, 
and Dodge, were notified of the contemplated 
movement. Soon after Colonel Baldwin re- 
ceived this order he fell, and the command 
devolved upon Colonel Berry, who was not 
aware of it until be saw the other brigades 
retiring. This unfortunate occurrence pre- 
vented tbe possibility of moving off all our 
and they consequently were taken 
The disposition of the divisioa for 
the night was made in conformity to Thom- 
as s orders, and General Johnson formed his 
line with Berry on the right, Doige on the 
left, and Willich in reserve, the right resting 
against Palmer and the left on Baird. Pre- 
cautions were also taken during the night to 
ertct breastworks to shelter his comniini. aad 
the ttoops lay on their arms to snatch hurried ! 
repe se alter the severe labors of the first day's ' 
fight. 

On Sunday, the 20th, all was quiet until 
about 10 o'clock, when the enemy advanced 
along the entire front with terrible energy, 
and for an hour or more hurled his tnas3es 
against our division, which stood its ground 
nobly under one of the most terrific musketry 
fires ever known on this continent. The re- 
mit was the confused repulse of the rebels 
with immense loss of life. They did not 
make any further demonstration ia force 
until 4 o'clock in tbe afternoon, when their 
masses were again impetuously hurled upon 
us. At this juncture, Gen. Baird in person 
appealed to Gen. Johnson for reinforcements 
or to make a supporting demonstration. In 
response, the gallant and unflagging Willich 
was sent with the 9th, 1 5th, and 49th Ohio, 
32d Indiana, and 5tb Kentucky, and, charging 
the enemy, drove him back with great loss 
and then retired nis regiments to their former 



The News from Tensksski— Thk RKiicts 

THItEiTIN Ml RFRElSHOEO AND DgtVE U TH1 

Fideral Pickkts. — From gentlemen from 
Nashville, and from Nashville papers of yes- 
it rday, received last night, we have a few de- 
tails of the movements of Generals Wheeler 
and Forrest in the vicinity of McMianville 
and Murfreeaboro and along the line of the 
Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad. General 
Wheeler, it appears, with a cavalry force va- 
riously stated at from five to fifteen thousand, 
succeeded in crossing the Tennesse River at 
Washington, in Rhea county, on Friday last, 
and arriving in front of McMinnville early 
Saturday morning. The passage of the rive: 
was hotly contested Jby Colonel Wolforl'i 
First Kentucky Cavalry and Colonel Byrd's 
Fourth East Tennessee Mounted Infantry. 
The Kentuckians and Tennesseeans, how* 
ever, were overpowered by the largely supe- 
rior force of the enemy, and compelled to fall 
back — the Tennesseans losing a number of 
their men taken prisoners. 

When the enemy arrived in front of Mc- 
Mitnville, wheeler demanded the uacondt- 
tioLal surrender of the town, which was de- 
ft nded by less than three hundred Federals, 
most of them convalescents. The demand 
was at first refuse'! and Wheeler placed his 
artillery in position end proceeded to shell the 
town. After throwing a few shells he renew- 
ed his demand for a surrender, and it was ac- 
cepted. He made prisoners of all the railroad 
employes, destroyed one locomotive, ten cars, 
tearing up the railroad track, and plundering 
the citizens indiscriminately. 

At 2 P. M. on Sunday, Col. Ed. McCook 
came up with a party of those who had cap- 
tured McMiDnville and gave them battle, kill- 
ing and wounding one hundred and twenty- 
five, taking ninety prisoners (among them 
Col. Russell), and recapturing nearly all the 
plunder. 

On Sunday morning another detachment of 
Wheeler's force appeared in front of Murfrees- 
boro, driving, it is said, the Federals into their 
intrenebments, making no further demonstra- 
tions on the works that day, but remaining in 
the neighborhood, where they were at the 
date of eur latest advices. 

Yesterday the rebel cavalry destroyed two 
bridges on the Nashville aud Chattanooga 
Railroad, one across Stuart's creek, and the 
other across a fork of Stone river, the latter 
four miles beyond Murfreesboro. The Nash- 
ville Press says that the military were taking 
active measures to rebuild the bridges. 



Highly Important and Encocbaolnc, Niws 
rEOM Bi - > - Army. — We are in receipt 
of highly important and encouraging netrs 
from the army of Gen. Burnside, by special 
despatches received last night from Knoxville, 
Gen. Burn9ide holds the country south from 
Knoxville to Calhoun, on the Hiawassa river 
and Western and Atlantic railroads, and only 
twenty-five miles distant from Kingston, the 
junction of the Western and Atlantic aid 
Rome railroads; and to the east of 
Knoxville as fnr as Greenville, oa 
ihe East Tennessee and Virginia rail- 
road—being also in possession of all the 
passes into North Carolina.

News from the Frost — A gentleman 
from Chattanooga, who came in company 
with our cavalry under General Mitchell, has 
furnished tbe Nashville Press with some in- 
formation in regard to the rebel raid on this 
side of the Tennessee. 

On Thursday morning last, Wheeler crossed 
the river at WashingtoE, thirteen miles above 
Chattanooga, and passed down the Sequatchie 
Valley. The rebels fell upon one of our trains 
on the way from Stevenson, at the foot of the 
mountains, near Anderson Cross Roads, cap- 
turing about fifty wagons and burning ■ num- 
ber. They also killed about 300 horses and 
mules. The train was loaded with ammuni- 
tion, rations, clothing, etc., 40 of the wagons 
carrying medical and sanitary stores. About 
50 cutlers' teams were also lost. The road 
which the rebels travelled afterwards afforded 
ample proof of the eagerness with which they 
pounced uf on the sutlers' stores. 

As soon as it was known that Wheeler had 
crossed the river, General Mitchell pursued 
with the Union cavalry, and in the c:urs9 of 
Friday aid Saturday killed and wouadefl 70 
of the enemy, and made 2'K) prisoners, aad re- 
captuied 250 mules. Upon reaching Walnut 
Kidge, and finding themselves closely pressed 
by our men, the enemy shot 200 males to pre- 
vent their falling into our hands. On Sun- 
day the rebels occupied McMianville, captur- 
ing three companies of the 4th Ea3t Tennessee 
regiment at.d destroying a 3mall q aantity of 
Government stores. The prisoners here taken 
were afterwards recaptured. Gen. Mitchell 
entered the place soon after the enemy, mak- 
ing a cumber of prisoners and driving them 
through Wooubury in the direction of Mur- 
freesboro. But before reaching the town, 
they turned to the left, cutting the Nashville 
and Chaiuuiuoga Railroad at Cnnstiana, in- 
flicting slight damage. Daring the whole 
pursuit from McMinnville, our troops were 
about four hours behind the rebels, who 
t amped night before last at Guy's Gap. Gen- 
eral Mitchell recommenced the pursuit Tues- 
day morning. The enemy's force is estimated 
at 6,000. We suppose it would not be proper 
to state the number under Gen. Mitchell.

The DtCTAToa.— Tbe iron clad Dictator is 
rapid iy proaressing at the Delamater Iron 
Works, in New York. The engines aad M» 
ret machinery are all in. The boilers will be 
put in after the launch, which is expected to 
take place on the 15th of November. At pres- 
ent four hundred workmen are employed con- 
stantly on her. Her length is 320 feet; 
breadth ot beam, 42 feet; and 50 feet depth of 
bold. The ram extends 30 feet. The pro- 
peller is the largest in the world in one cast, 
being 21% feet in diameter. Her armor, also, 
is the heaviest of any vessel afloat, being 13 
inches thick, of solid iron, in plates and bars, 
against a white oak back, 3 feet 9 inches 
thick. Tbe turret will be 10% inches thick, 
in two courses, each course 4 inches thick, be- 
tween which are segments of iron. Her ar- 
mament will consist of two smooth-bore 
Ericsson cuns, using 80 pounds of powder to 
a fchot, and throwing a shell of 400 pounds 
weight. The ventilation is obtained by means 
of a revolving fan. drawing the air from the 
deck and circulating it throughout the vessel 
in greflter or less quantity. The Dictator is 
designed for fast sailing.

THE RISSIAN FLEET IN NEW TORE. H\R- 
BOK - »K fcT« ll f> of TUE VESSEL-) AB1>

The presence of a Russian fleet in the harbor 
of New York ia welcomed by ail p*rson* with 
tbe greatest pleasure. Five splendid men-of- 
war, fully manned and in perfect trim, are now 
riding at anchor in the North River, in full 
vie** of our noble harbor— the frisrates Alex- , 
ander Newsky, the Peresviet, the Oaliaba, and 
the corvette* Vitiaze and the Varing. Taey j 
will soon be joined by the clippers Almos, . 
Ioumroud, and the Jahont. The imperial flag 
of Russia — a piece ot white quadrangular 
bunting with broad, diagonal bare of sky blue 
—floats from the foretop of each vessel. Tbe 
attention of gazers is also attracted by the 
band striking up occasionally a Russian air, 
which sounds very melodious to an American 
ear. At present the newly arrived vessels pre- 
sent a busy scene in preparation for the recep- 
tion of their American friends. 

TBE FLAG- SHIP ALEXANDER NEWSEY. 

At nine o'clock yesterday morning the 9ag- 
rhip Alexander Newsky and the frig*'« Perse- 
viet steamed around the Battery from the 
East river, and beaded up the North river: at 
halt-past nine they had cast anchor opposite 
pier 8, in the middle of the stream near the 
other vessels of the fleet She is to* rlag-sb p 
of the distinguished Rear Admiral Lessows- 
ky. She ia a first-class fitly sun frigate, 
4,000 tons burden, and 800 horse power. She 
is named after Alexander Newsky, a celebra- 
ted Russian prince of the year 1812. Sue is a 
new vessel, built in 1862, and resembles the 
Grand Admiral, which was built in this city. 
The rigging and sparring of the Newsky are 
similar to vessels of the same class in our own 
navy. She is well built and very strong. 
She carries fifty eight-inch smooth bore Dahl- 
eren guns. All the guaa in tbe Russian 
fleet are of the same sua. Her dimsns'ons 
are as follows: Length, 300 feet; width, M 
feet, and depth of hold, 25 feet. Her crew 
consists of sixteen officers, twenty midship- 
men, and TOO seamen. They have no regular 
marines, but the sailors perform the duty of 
marine*. 

Like tbe Osliaha, this frigate is splendidly 
finished and furnished. Ttve ward roons are 
on the main deck in the aft, a* is also tbe ad- 
miral'* cabin; tbey are tastefully decorated 
like a drawing-room Everything about the 
vessel is kept clean and neat, as are tbe gal- 
lant tars. The officers and midshipmen dress 
in dark bine, wearing wide-top capis slouching 
forward, surrounded by a broad gold band. 
Tbey wear a small dagger about eighteen 
inches long at their side. The sailor* dress in 
white pants and light blua ahirU. Tae officer* 
are total stranger* to America; but they are 
well acquainted with the political questions 
at issue and the struggle going on between I 
tbe North and South. They declare ibsy ' 
would like to see the Union ;eeiored.

MESSAGE FROM TBI NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

At twelve o'clock CEaeMy, while our re- 
porter wa* on board th* fl«g-*h : p Alexander 
Newsky, the naval steam tug Vanderbilt was 
seen approaching with Admiral Pauliings 
btuge in tow. On arriving at the stera of the 
frignte the Vanderbilt dropped the barge, 
which, with twelve oa-«men. pulled along- 
side. In tbe barge was Lieutenant-Commau- 
der Filiebrowne, the executive officer of tbe 
Brocklyn navy yard, who boarded the vessel 
and was immediately recogaized by the ma- 
jority of the officers as an old friend, h iving 
cruised with them during the Crimeah war ia 
the waters of the north of Europe. 

On Itiug presented to the admiral, Mr. 
Fi:'et«rowne was astonished to find another 
old freed, who was la'ely the Russian agent 
in this city, atudying the progress of oar iron- 
clads. He was recognized by our reporter as 
the same person who, on the trial trip of th* 
Mrntauk, evinced a thorough knowledge of 
naval artillery. After the usual f lendly sal- 
utaticc* were exchanged, Mr. Fil.ebrow&e 
told the admiral that he was sent down by 
Admiral Paulding to give him a heart r and 
cot dial welcome to tbe port of New York; 
tLat the facilities of the navy yard for any re- 
pair* that the vessel might need, or for other 
I urpo°«s, were at his disposal, and that he and 
bis officers were invited to visit the navy yard 
scdsee all interesting objects which the naval 
authorities here could shew. 

T're Russian admiral replied very warmly 
to tbe message of the admiral, seat his com- 
pliments and hoped to be able to see him in a 
few days Mr. Fiilebrowne than left, after 
which tbe American flag was sent to the fore- 
top or tbe frigate, and the salute for Admiral 
Paulding was fired. This was returned in a 
few moments after from the cob dock of tha 
navy- yard, by orders of Captain Richard W. 
Meade, commander of tbe North Carolina. 

Tbe peculiarities of naval etiquette are not 
generally understood. If a> foreign vessel ar- 
rives where an American squadron ia at 
anchor, a boat from ihe American ti tg-abip b 
sent on board the fori igner to welcutn- her; 
tbe foreigner then fires a salute for the ad- 
miral, which is returned by the flag-sh'P The 
fiist tiait is always paid by the foreigner, ths 
Amcrkan admiral returning it— for instance 
the admiral of the Russian frigate will visit 
Admiral Paulding in two or three days, when 
a salute wiii be fired; Admiral Paulding will 
visit bim, when the same thing will occur. 
Unlike all other nations, we have no Hag-ship 
in the commercial part of our harbor, which 
render* it incumbent upon foreigners to travel 
nearly a mile to reach ths seat of naval au- 
thority.

THE OTHER VESSELS. 

The Piresviet is a steam frigate, somewhat 
smaller than the flag-ship. She ia command- 
ed by Captain Kopvtoff. She mount* forty- 
six 64-pounders. The Varing wu built in 
Finland, is 342 feet long, forty feet wide, and 
twenty-three feet depth of hold. She is 1.080 
tons tuaden, and 360 horse power. She 
mount* seventeen 60-poonders, and ha* 300 
men. Tbe following is a list of her ogaara. 
Captain Lund: lien tenant* Shaffrof. Bolgows- 
ki, Irernoff, Fessum, Tartannoff, Grinwald, 
Burr: master, SemeDotf; engineers, Kinitoaad 
Kuzrisrcff.

the Army of the Cumberland at th- battle on 
the Chickamauga w?s commanded by K Lm- 
dier-General Walter C Wbitaker, and it oc- 
cupied a conspicuous position during the two 
d&ys of fierce strife. His brigade comprised 
tbe 9Gth Illinois Col. Thomas E Champion; 
40th Ohio, Lieutenant-Colonel William Jones; 
III ".th Illinois, Col. J. H. Moore; 8»th Indiana, 
Colonel Nelson Treesler; and the 18th Ohio 
battery, Capt. C. C. Aleshire. On Friday, the 
18'h, in the aternoon, the brigade was or- 
dered to more frum Isjifc gome six 
tiis'snt, on the Ringgol 
tbe Spring Branch of t 
dusk, encountered the enemy strongly 
on an eminence. A skirmish ensued, until 
darkness prevented further operations. Daring 
tbe night Gen. WhiUker was ordered to take 
and hold a position about half a mile in th? 
rear of the Branch, at the intersection of sev- 
eral important roads, but by no means to 
brinr on an engagement.

! e-r, named Green, and his two sons have been 
i arrested by Colonel Murray at Hopkinsville 
foi being implicated in the crime. Desperate 
characters are stealthily slipping back to their 
homes in those counties, and banding in little 
squads for robbery, murder, and pillage. The 
Union men of that section are much alarmed 
at the prospect before them, and apprehend 
scenes of bloodshed as fearful as those which 
are occurring in Missouri. In this sUU of 
tbiegs the Union expresses surprise at the 
recent orders issued by General Boyle and 
Captain Jones, the Provost Marshal-Gen- 
eral of this State, which prohibit cPizens 
from arrest until the charges against them, 
together with affidavits of responsible 
persons sustaining the charges, are for- 
warded to headquarters. We think, if 
tbe I' nion will examine CapUin Jones's circu- 
lar of instructions, it will find that tbe order 
is applicable only to "citizens," and exceptions 
are made even in such cases where the officer 
preferring the cbftrjjes b.is reason to bclieYe too 
accused party would escape and the interests 
of the service be compromised by delay.

tGT Mr. Hawthorne, in the introductory 
chapter of his new work entitled "Oca Old 
Dome, " has this admirable passage on a sin- 
gle aspect of American diplomacy: 

Our country wrongs itself by permitting 
such a syttem of unsuitable appointments, and, 
still more, of removals for no cause, just whea 
the incambent might be beginning to ripen 
into usefulness. Mere ignorance of official 
detail is of comparatively small moment; 
though it is considered indispensable, I pre- 
sume, tbat a man in any private capacity shall 
le thoroughly acquainted with the machinery 
and operation of bis business, and shall not 
necessarily lose bis position on having at- 
tained such knowledge. But there are so many 
important things to be thought of in the qual- 
ifications of a foreign resident, tbat his tech- 
nical dexterity or clumsiness is hard y worth 
mentioning. 

One frreat part of a consul's duty, for exam- 
ple, should consist in building up for himself 
a recognized position in the society where he 
resides, so that bis local influence might be 
felt in behalf of his own country, and, so far 
as they are compatible ( as they generally are 
to the utmost extent), for the interests of both 
nations. The foreign city should know that 
it has a permanent inhabitant and a hearty 
well-wisber in him. There are rainy con- 
junctures (and one of tbem is now upon us) 
w here a long esUblished, honored, and trust- 
ed American citizen, holding a public position 
under our Government in such a town as 
Liverpool, might go far towards swaying and 
directing tbe sympathies of tbe inhabiunt-. 
Be might throw his own weight into the bal- 
acce against mischief-makers; he might 
bave set bis foot on the first little 
spark of ma'.ignant purpose, which tbe 
next wind mar blow into a national 
war. But we wilfully give up all advantages 
of this kind. The position is toUlly beyond 
tbe atuinment of an American; there to-day, 
bristling all over with the porcupine quills of 
our republic, and {rone to morrow, just as he 
is becoming sensible of the broader and more 
gecerons patriotism which might almost amal- 
gamate with that of England, without losing 
an atom of its native force and fl ivor. In the 
charges tbat appear to await us, and some of 
which, at leas*, can hardly fail to be for good, 
let us hope for a reform in this matter. 

The argument against rotation in office as 
applied to diplomacy could hardly be put 
more happily or more conclusively. Mr.

by trumping up charges under which 
they may be hastily assigned to a miliUry 
prison. It has been the studied effort of 
General Boyle to conform as far as possi- 
ble to tbe wishes and interests of Kentucky, 
and ws know that it was in response to re- 
peated requests that he regulated the mode of 
making arrests. It has had a very beneficial 
influence already. It has not enabled one dis- 
loyal knave to escape, but it has redoubled the 
exertions of the Provost Marshals throughout 
the State to procure evidences which will sub- 
stantiate charges of disloyalty. Previous to 
the new regulations made by General Boyle, 
persons had been arrested on suspicions which 
could not be authenticated before the military 
looked like wanton 
■ arguments by de- 
signing men against the government and to 
stir tip discontent. The motives which actu- 
ated Gen. Boyle were most commendable. 

We know all the difficulties under which 
our Southern border counties labor; we know 
that the guerilla of to-day is tbe apparently 
quiet citizen of tc-morrow, who has Uken the 
oath, given bonds, and professes to be a gool 
Union man; we know that returned soldiers 
frcm the rebel army, who have abjured the 
Confederacy, are still working for it in secret 
as spies, and by conveying information to the 
leaders of predatory bands, enable them to 
of the finest horses and the 
oke-houses. But all such 
scoundrels might have been arrested and pun- 
ished long ago if the Union men, who have 
suffered frcm their depredations, would give 
the proper information. This they not only 
are disinclined todo, but absolutely refuse on 
the grourd that if they give evidence against 
their disloyal neighbors vengeance will be 
wreaked against them. Under this sUte of 
affairs neither tbe civil nor the military 
power can reach them, and this is more the 
fault of those who have the greatest interest 
in their prompt punishment than it is of the 
authorities. In a neighborhood suspicions 
may be confirmed by careful observations, 
so that proof may he. at hand 
arrests are made, and Union men owe it 
to their own safety to attend to this. In 
no insUnce of which we have heard has there 
been a guerilla robbery when some of thepar- 
e ipants were not personally known to the 
sufferers. If these men ever returned to thtir 
homes no arrests have been made, though de- 
Ucfaments of troops have been stationed at all 
prominent points for the very purpose of 
maintaining order and enforcing the 
laws. It is true tbat these roving bands 
sometimes disappear like dew before the 
j rising sun. We remember to have heard 
| of a sick officer who was Uken prisoner at 
] night by a gang of about sixty, who hurried 
. him off. As they proceeded the members or 
i the party dropped off one by one until a mere 
j guard was left around him. After a ride of 
j ten or twelve miles they dismounted for rest; 
{ the officer fell asleep, and when he awoke he 
W86 entirely alone, and he had nothing to do 
but to make bis way back. Such things as 
these make tbe suppression of guerilla brig- 
andage very difficult. The orders of General 
Boyle throw no impediments in the way of the 
arrest of any guilty man. We are satisfied 
tbat tbe orders if fairly construed would meet 
tbe approval of all judicious Union men 
even in the regions most inflamed by the 
inroads of the guerilla fiends. Let it be 
shown, however, that these fiends in human 
shape find or can find the slightest shelter 
under these or any other orders, and our word 
for it that the orders will be promptly modi- 
fied to meet the exigency. General Boyle is 
assuredly the last man of all men to withhold 
any possible protection from the noble Union- 
ists of the Border.

sSjTThr expcrirLent of co'ton growing 
abroard api>ears to have proved I failure. The 
New York Journal of Commerce very satis- 
factorily exhibits this result in an article 
briefly noticing the experiment in its several 
branches. Menaced with theextinrtion of the 
American cotton trade, Europeans have put 
forth their ntmost exertions to fill the hiatus 
from other sources of supply, and it is only 
within a very recent date that positive con- 
clusions have been arrived at in regard to the 
productive capacities of other parts of the 
world. The one great fact which must now 
be regarded as definitely settled, after pro- 
tracted investigation and thorough experi- 
ments, is, that the United Sutes are des- 
tined in future years, as heretofore, only in a 
more arbitrary sense, to rule in the cotton 
markets of Europe, as holding the pre-emi- 
nence in comparison with any rival that can 
be brought into the field. Admitting the 
truth of this, its commercial and political 
bearings areobviou?. British India, the West 
India Islands, Egypt, Turkey, ^all in succes- 
sions bave been put to trh.l, and (with a single 
important exception, to he hereafter noted) 
prove unequal to the present emergency 
occasioned by civil war in America, and 
afford no as; urance of ever being adequate to 
the demands of the commercial world. 

India, above all others, is the country which 
has been looked to with the most profound 
interest, and excited the greatest expecUtions; 
and of the capacity of India we fortunately 
hare thorough information, given in a series 
of letters from Bombay, written in the spring 
of the present year by Samuel Smith, who 
visited the East expressly to acquaint himself 
with the subject. From the pamphlet in which 
these letters have been gathered, we learn that 
the sanguine views entertained in regard to 
India have been sadly damped by the expe- 
rience of the last two years. Here is a country 
conUining 180,000,000 0 f people and an area 
half the size of Europe, over most of which 
cotton can be grown, yet the obstacles to suc- 
cessful culture are serious, if not insurmount- 
able. Tbe custom of centuries has been for 
each locality to raise its own supplies of food, 
and any material deficiency is followed by 
such terrible scenes of starvation, that the na- 
tives turn their attention from food crops into 

Then 

there is a total want Of enterprise; and, above 
all, the system of cultivation is so tedious and 
slovenly, the yield does not average more than 
€0 to 80 pounds per acre, against 200 to 400 in 
the United States. The general conclusion 
arrived at by Mr. Smith is that India it not 
able at a cotton growing country to tupply the 
place of the Southern States. We extract a3 
follows in support of this deduction: 

The reasons upon which this opinion is 
founded may be recapitulated in brief. The 
cotton produced in India is essentially mu.h 
inferior to that grown in America. This in- 
feriority is not the consequence of defective 
culture and bad seed, but is in the main an in- 
evitable consequence of defective climate and 
soil. The indigenous cotton of India is the 
natural product of the country, and cannot be 
ftiperseded or materially altered by human 
contrivance. It may no doubt be better pre- 
pared, and come to England in much better 
condition, but even this improvement must be 
very gradual, and when it is accomplished the 
Indian sUple will still be radically inferior to 
the American. 

Moreover the yield of cotton in India is far 
smaller than in America. Nor is there mnch 
chance of increasing the yield per acre in In- 
dia materially. The native system of culti- 
vation is slovenly, but it is as well adapted to 
the soil as any that Europeans have intro- 
duced, and whether this be so or not, it is the 
only system that is practicable on any large 
scale, and the system that is certain to be pur- 
sued lor many years to come. 

Further, the cost of growing cotton in India 
in relation to other articles of produce is much 
greater than in America. When American 
cotton used to rifle at 6d per lb it was a profit- 
able crop to the Southern planter, but when 
Indian cotton was at 4]^d, its proper relative 
price, it paid the Indian peasant wretchedly 
ill, and was only grown in a few districts, as 
an infrequent roUtion crop, leaving but a 
small margin for export. When Indian cotton 
sunk below that price the tendency was rapid- 
ly to extinguish the ex port trade; but if Amer- 
ican cotton sunk to 4d it was still produced 
about as largely as before, for even at that 
price it paid the planter as well or better than 
anv other product. 

Large supplies of cotton can therefore be 
drawn from India only by excessive prices, 
and whenever prices return to a normal level 
the production will recede correspondingly. 
No doubt, if prices rule for several years at 
and above one shilling per pound for Indian 
cotton, a quantity may at last be drawn from 
tbat country equal to tbat of the Southern 
States, but the quality will be increasingly 
bad, for the short- stapled cotton of Upper 
India will furnish a large part of the export. 

No hope whatever exists of India being able 
to fill the void made by the stoppage of the 
Southern trade at anything like the remuner- 
ative prh-es to thespianer, and very little hope 
of her lieing able to provide a quality that 
would suiticly fill the place of American 
cotton. 

The question, therefore, is simply reduced 
to this: there can be nothing but ruinous loss 
to tbe cotton interests of England and the con- 
tinent till the trade with tbe Southern ports 
of America is resumed, for it is perfectly evi- 
dent tbat tbe efforts of other countries than 
India to fill tbe place of America will prove 
at least for many years equally unavailing. 

The author of these letters is conceded to 
be well informed, but there are others in Eng- 
land, perhaps no less intelligent, who dissent 
frcm tome of the positions here Uken. and 
there is good reason to suspect that the pro- 
ductive capacity of India is somewhat under- 
rated. 

Of Africa as a cotton country much leas u 
known; but the sUtistics of English import- 
ations from western Africa, since the com- 
mencement of the war in the United States, 
tend strongly to dispel any sanguine expecU- 
tions that may be held of relief from that 
quarter. Africa thus far, in regard to cottoa 
culture, must be pronounced a signal failure. 
Although the importations were doubled in 
the first six months of last year, compared 
with the corresponding period in 1301, they 
have again diminished to their former amount 
(only 625 cwt. for the present jear), despite 
iba more urgent demand. The evidence fur- 
nished gees to show that cotton thrives ia Af- 
rica well enough, but that hitherto the negro, 
in his native condition, evinces no aptitude 
for its cultivation and preparation for market. 
Too much labor is required. Therefore he 
prefers to trade in palm oil and the oil produc- 
ing ground nut, which yield the most reaiy 
returns with the least effort. All this may be 
changed by effort and perseverance in his be- 
half. 

Egypt affords a better promise. The coun- 
try is unsurpassed in fertility, and its capacity 
for growing cotton of a quality far superior 
to tbat of India, seems limited only by the 
facilities for irrigation and the amount of 
labor at command. I n regard to both these 
requisites, there is serious embarrassment, 
a hich may be alleviated in process of time. 
Tbe enterprise of the people and especially 
that of the present Yiceroy, directed by an 
intelligent mind, promise the most hopeful re- 
sults. Even New York feels the stimulus thus 
imparted, a manufacturer or agricultural im- 
plements in that city having sent by special 
order no less than fifty orsixty cottoa gins and 
some 500 ploughs, since last spring, to tbe land 
of the old Pharaohs. Under the incentive of 
large prices a greatly increased production has 
been realized, so that a crop next year equal 
to 350,000 bales of American is anticipated. 
But till much larger amounts of capital are 
invested in canals and machinery for purposes 
of irrigation, the maximum result has been 
obtained. Mr. Samuel Smith, who recently 
made a visit to some of the interior cotton 
marts, asserts that tbe average yield of cotton 
per acre is 3u0 to 400 pounds — considerably 
above the average of American; so that, U- 
k'ng quantity and quality together, the pro- 
duce of cotton in Egypt is six or eight fold 
more valuable than that of India. Hitherto 
the growth of cotton has been confined to 
lower Egypt, but now it is extended to the 
valley of the Upper Nile.

I®" The order from Adjutant General 
Beyle, issued under the direction of Governor 
Bramlette, to which we made a brief refer- 
ence yesterday, is one of the most imporUnt 
documents that ever emanated from tbe Ex- 
ecutive of Kentucky. While it sugge3U the 
only feasible mode of exterminating the 
guerilla bandits, it administers a deserved re- 
buke to that "apathetic indifference'' with 
which the destruction of life and property has 
been viewed. We regard it more in the light 
of criminal neglect, and it is therefore a mat- 
ter of rejoicing to us that the Governor will 
adopt compulsory measures to ensure ' the 
safety of the State, if our citizens do not 
promptly organize the State Guard under the 
provisions of the amended law. The State 
Guard thus organized will be the proper police 
force of the State, under the protection of 
which the civil law can resume its functions 
and its edicts be enforced. Brigadier General 
J. T. Boyle has on all occasions aided the civil 
authorities when called upon, but the Sute 
of Kentucky owes it to her own dignity to 
dtvise means for self-protection. When com- 
plaints are made against General .Bovle as 
commander of the District of Kentucky, it 
should be remembered that he acts under or- 
iers and instructions from his superior officers. 
On the 15th of August of last year, he received 
what might have been regarded as a 
censure from President Lincoln in a letter 
frcm the Secretary of War telling him to eie- 
cste all arrests with caution, as complaints 
had reached Washington from this District, 
and on the 15th of September following, Gen. 
Boyle received another order from the Secre- 
Ury of War prohibiting him from making 
any arrests except by order of the Gorernor, 
a- d assigning as a reason that Kentucky then 
1 had a loyal Governor." Thus it will be re- 
n Miked tbat the course of action assumed 
by Gen. Boyle had been rebuked, modified, 
aid finally annulled completely at a period in 
ue history of the rebellion when Kentucky 
was most exposed to danger and was actually 
invaded. Gen. Nelson had suffered his re- 
pulse in Madison county, between Lexington 
and Richmond ; the Legislature of the SUte 
lad been driven from its capitol, and was 
h session in our city ; Beriah Magoffin had 
tacated the Executive chair in favor of "a 
lcyal Governor" in the person of Senator 
Rebinron, Speaker of the Senate; Bragg was 
overrunning the Sute; rebel sympathizers 
wtre violent and jubilant in their insur- 
rectionary conduct and language; Buell'sline 
of supplies had been cot and destroyed; and 
nothing seemed left to Kentucky but the reso- 
lute and indomitable determination of her peo- 
ple to resist the invaders to the last, while gloom 
and the apprehension of disaster brooded over 
all non-combatants with thfmost oppressing 
influences. 

Since that period a year has elapsed, and 
the orders from the War Department restrain- 
ing General Boyle from making arrests except 
upon the order of our loyal Governor, are 
still in force and unmodified. It is, 
a source of congratulation that Gov. 
lette has taken the initiatory steps to 
the laws and restore quiet by the civil arm of 
the State, aided by its militia as a national 
police. The United Sutes forces are not the 
State police, and, as we are naturally jealous 
of the interference of tbe military with the 
civil powers, we should regard the determi- 
nation of Gen. Boyle, as expressed in his 
MM recent orders, the most assuring evi- I 
denoe that the soldiers of the Federal Govern- 
ment will not interfere with theSute author- 
ities. There are some grades of crime over 
which the miliUry commander, we presume, 
has necessarily exclusive jurisdiction, such 
as the arrest of all guerillas aal armed 
rebels, and all returned soldiers who have 
served in the Confederate army. There are 
other grades of disloyalty which could be 
acted upon by the courts without prejudice to 
the public safety, as the law's delay would not 
strengthen the rebellion, and in these 
grades we include all sympathizers wi r h 
the Southern Confederacy or the Provisional 
Government of Kentucky, all domestic rebe's, 
all who bave harbored returned rebel soldiers 
or guerillas, all who express open sympathy 
vtth the rebtllion and with those who are in 
inns against the United States Government. 
These last classes might be left to the civil 
tribunals whenever the action of these tri- 
bunals can be enforced, and this can be done 
is soon as the State Guard is organixed in 
-omplisnce with tbe ;uggestion of Governor 
Iramlette, for in the wont insurrectionary 
districts, if the SUte militia should prove in- 
sufficient for the purpose, the loyal Governor 
oas still tbe right to order the United Sutes 
Brigadier- General Boyle to make all necessa- 
ry arrests, and then the miliUry coda will 
ronsign offenders to prison or to transporta- 
tion beyond the Federal lines. Thus the Ex- 
ecutive power of Kentucky and the miliUry 
authority of the United States can work con- 
currently and with the very best results, and 
this we are confident is the earnest desire 
both of Governor Bramlette and Gen. Boyle, 
who are both native Kentuckians, and were 
among the first to Uke up arms for the de- 
fence and protection of their State. 

We might here leave the subject, but we 
cannot dismiss it without imploring those 
who are now advocating the most stringent 
measures, and clamoring for tbe most sweep- 
ing and indiscriminate arrests, to leave these 
matters to the two sterling patriots who rep- 
resent the SUte and the Federal governments. 
It cannot but gratify every loyal man to know 
that the loyalty of Kentucky is fully recog- 
nized at Washington, that the power of arrest 
hps Veen left entirely with our Governor, anl 
that the miliUry commander has been notified 
to hold himself subject to his orders and to 
enforce them. This arrangement will most 
effectually put an end to guerilla rails an 1 
baing the scoundreU who perpetrate them to 
condign punishment. But if a vindictive 
spirit i3 permitted to usurp the place of retrib- 
utive justice, it will but enkindle implacable 
resentment w hich will deluge our border coun- 
ties in blood, and bring the worst horrors of 
civil wer home to our very doors. We mu3t 
trust those to whom the public safety his been 
entrusted, and we must consider the many 
difficulties they bave had to contend with anl 
the many they must still encounter. Gov. 
Bramlette has resolved that the State shall be 
freed from murderous guerillas, though 
every arm be required to aid in their 
destruction, and General Boyle, had he the 
troops at bis disposal, would exterminate them 
with as little compunction as he would nests 
of hissing vipers. With an organ'uatiou of 
the SUte Guard, the determination and the 
wishes of both could be carried out and real- 
ized, for then they can act conjointly and frus- 
trate tbe rebel boast that they intend to win- 
ter their armies in Tennessee and Kentucky. 
Instead of complaining of what cannot be 
immediately cured, let every friend to the 
country in all the counties of tbe SUte go to

In delaying thus to furnish you an account 
of the three day a' bloody struggle on the 
Georgia border, If I have failed to meet the 

demand* of the anxious pahiic for deUils, I 
have at least tbe satisfaction to know, tbat 
what statement-. I make, w-U n v fall >f >n- 
tkmation by those whose opportunities for ob- 
servation on the field, render them competent 
to judge of their correctness. Hastily pre- 
pared accounts are usually so ladenad with 
inaccuracies, that I much prefer to rest onder 
the impuUtion of tardiness, to committing I 
snch errors as will reflect in the least discredit 
on any portion of the brave troops who strag- 
gled so manfully and persistently against 
overwhelming foes, or detract an ioU fron 
the credit due the officers who led then. 
There was such aa inexplicable mingling of 
troops without regard to their proper position 
in the line, divisions being detached from 
corps, brigades from divisions, and ev°n regi- 
me nts from brigades, that tbe true story of 
the battle will be found alone ia the aggre- 
gate biographies of the several regiments. 
With the view of avoidiog as much as possi- 
ble any missutements, however trivial, that , 
may weigh in the general es'imau of the 
character and services of the several com- 
mands, I have carefnlly prepared my notes 
frcm conversations wi'h corps and divfeioi 
con macdrrs, regimental ancf company offi- 
cer?, and from personal observations on the 
held. 

f l>-'i»»nooga uken, Crittenden, leaving 
Wagner's brigade ef Wood's division to occu- 
py tbe works at tbat place, with Van Cleve, 
Palmer, end tbe remaining two brigades of 
Wood's division, pushed vigorously forward ia 
pvmnit of the fleeing enemy.

Descending from Mis- 
sion R-dge through Cooper's Gap into McLa 
More s Cove, he rested his corps, while Neg- 
ley was ordered to reconnoitre in the direc 
lion of Pigeon Ridge, and, if possible, dash 
ahead and secure tOe Central Gap. Dug Gap 
was accordingly assailed by General N«*ley, 
who, after a determined effort, in which he 
lost quite a number of bis men, was fore M to 
withdraw. It was evident that the defiles* 
were all in possession of the enemy, and that 
he was determined not to yield them until 
overpowered, 

Crittenden, finding Bragg's retreat arrested 
by the arrival of large reinforcemeaU fron 
Jchcston at Mobile and Lee in Virginia, and 
acquainted with Negley's failure to occupy 
the pass at Pigeon Ridge, retired his corps to 
the west side of Chickamauga creek; resting 
his left near Gordon's Mills, and the right on 
the road leading from Crawfish Springs 
through Catlett's Gap to Lafayette. Roy- I 
colas, holding Thomas's left, esUblUhed his 
hn: 'quarters on the 15th at Pond Spring, and 
on tbe 17th was notified that Wool, holding 
the right of Crittenden, was distant only two 
miles to the left. 

Wilder s mounted infantry, after a fa- 
tiguing detour by way of Ringgold through a 
difficult and unknown region, opposed by en- 
emies that swarmed upon him from every 
quarter, bent on the capture of his entire com- 
mand, arrived on tbe loth and took position 
on Reynolds's front, advanced in the direction 
i of Pigeon Ridge. 

On the 16th, McCook arrived at Department 
headquarters, and reported his corps, after a 
long, wearisome march, over a rugged, moun- 
tainous country, closing up on the ri^ht of 
Thomas. Gen. Roseerans, who left Chatta- 
nooga on the 15th and established bis head- 
quarters temporarily with Gen. Thomas in 
McLaMore's Cove, on the 16th ordered his 
trains forward and pitched tents on tbe 17ih 
atCrawfi-h Springs, near Geo. Crittenden s 
centre. The reports of scouts and the obser- 
vations of the signal corps, a department that 
has elicited the warmest expressions of satis- 
faction from the commanding General for 
vigilance and i ndustry, concurred ia repre- 
senting that large bodies of rebel troops were 
moving toward oar left.

Uu the evenirg of the 17th, Wilder arrived 
at Gorden's Mills and too o received his orders 
to reconnoitre on the following day in the 
direction of Chickamauga. Tee enemy, with 
bis a. customed shrewdness during the night 
of the 17th poshed through Catlett's Gap a 
heavy force of cavalry, which to divert atten- 
tion from tbe real point of attack, dashed at 
daybreak through Crittenden's picket linen, 
advanced and menaced Reynolds, and covered 
by their artillery on the slope of the ridge, 
employed our vigilance with menacing evo- 
lut ons in the valley, within full view of our 
centre. This admirable finesse failed to de- 
ceive oar vigilant leader, as the events of the 
day w ill prove. 

On the morning of the H u, Wilder had 
advanced to Chickamauga, planted his artil- 
lery— Capt. Lelly's 19th Indiana battery— ml 
d srostd nis troops to command "Alexander's 
Bridge." Minty, obliquing to the left, took 
position to command a ford some two miles 
above. Shortly after noon tbe rebel infantry 
appeared on the opposite bank, and was greet- 
ed by a simultaneous discnarge of musketry 
and artillery that compelled a temporary re- 
tirement. The firing had scarcely tailed at 
tbe bridge when socctssive volUys to the left 
announced a brisk engagement at the f»rl 
guarded by Minty's Cavalry. Wilder was not 
lorg in suspense. The enemy had not aban- 
doned the design of possessing the bridge that 
day, ai d in a lew minn'es advanced in doable 
lines, raked from right to left by withering 
volleys from two thousand "Spencer Riflas",

A Major-General even pronounced 
it "a more thorough defeat than that of Bull 
Run." The responsibility of the disaster no 
one can properly place. McCook had given 
all hit corps to Thomas, and Crittenden's had 
been absorbed in the same manner. There 
were no troops remaining on tbe right when 
this avalanche of Southern soldiery came 
sweeping down but two brigades of Sheri- 
dan, who were caught marching by the flank 
to reinforce Thomas, two small brigades of 
Davis that had suffered a terrible decimation 
the day before, and Van Cleve. who fought at 
long as a hope remained. These then com- 
posed tbe right at the time it broke. 

Is it strange that it fell before the enormous 
masses that bore it down? No. Men never 
toutht better, leaders were never braver than 
theirs.

Earl Russell has made an important speech 

j on foreign affairs at Bhirgouri, in Scotland. 
He referred at considerable length to the 
American question, and justified England in 
recognizing the Confederates as belligerent*, 
nnd answered some of the imputations made 
by tbe people ot the North, particularly th? 
epeech of Senator Sumner. He also replied to 
the complaint of the South in regard to the 
recognition of the blockade, and asserteal that, 
although self-interest demanded that England 
should break it, she prefers the coarse 
cf honor, as it would have been infamous to 
break it. He showed that tbe government 
had not 8ufficicient power to detain the Ala- 
bama, and explained the difficulties in the way 
of inter'eting with such cases. 

He drew a line between ordinary vessels 
e quipped for war purposes and 3team rami, 
wl ich sre in themselves formed for a -;s 
e f offence, and might be used without 
touching Confederate shores. Hea33erted »h*t 
the Government was ready to do anything the 
outlet of neutrality required and everything 
that was just to a friendly nation, and as th y 
would wish d*ne to themselves, but would not 
• it let one iot to the menace of foreign powers, 
lie complimented the Federal Government 
and Mr. Seward upon the fairness with which 
tbey discussed the matters of difference, bat 
paid there were others, including Senator 
Sumner, who had acted differently. 

He denounced the efforts of those who 
sought to create trouble between America and 
Mi. ope. and, with expressions of friendship 
toward America, asserted that all his efforts 
wi ,' i be to maintain peace. 

Speaking of Poland, he defended England's 
rorition, and remonstrated against that of 
Russia, bat did not think Eagl&nd should go 
to war on the subject 

The London Times, referring to the with- 
drawal of Mr. Ma-on from England, suggests 
the grounds whi*h have probably promoted 
the government at Ri.hmond to adire-s 
thi mselves as a last resort wholly and exclu- 
ei\ely to France.

First, in regard to Smut— I know that lim- 
ing seed is a preventive. Ten years ago my 
wheat was more than one-fourth smut: since 
then I have limed bit seed, and it lias been a 
verv rare thing to find a head of smut in my 
seed. My manner of liming seed is this : I 
first take to the barn a wash-tuh, a Itarrel, and 
a luishel basket; then make a strong brine, and 
but into the tub as much as it will hold with a 
baahel of wheat: put that amount of wheat in 
the tub, and stir it well until thxwheat is 
thoroughly wet: place the baakat oAbe top o f 
the barrel, and with a pail dip the wheat and 
brine into the basket, let it stand two or three 
minutes to drain; then pour the wheat on tin 
floor and sift on about three quarts of fresh, 
slacked lime. S:ir it well with a shovel, and 
pit it by in a pile, put another bushel in tlie 
tub. pour the brine from the liarrel upon it, 
and treat as before, and so on until I have 
limed as much as I wish to sow on the nest 
da v. Shovel the whole into a conical pile, and 
miw in from si* to twenty hours.

The organiza- 
tion of (bis army wili require a little more 
time, tbat its efficiency may insure success on 
ihe resumption of the campaign. 

Quartermaster-General Meigs doe3 not share 
the opinions expressed by arrivals from the 
army tbat it is disheartened, demoralized, &c. 
On tbe contrary he declares that it is in excel- 
lent condition, and fully equal for any emer- 
gency. 

The Richmond Examiner of the 23th says: 
Captain Bell, who lett Richmond a few days 
since for the purpose of leading a naval expe- 
dition in open boats on the Chesapeake Bay, 
has returned, having achieved a most brilliant 
success. He succeeded in sinking seven Yan- 
kee vessels and taking considerable property. 
One vessel he ran ashore ia Virginia, and 
saved from her a large quantity ot cheese, Ac. 
He captured seventeen prisoners, wbo are on 
their way to Richmond.

Cairo, Oct 5. 
By the arrival of the steamer J. B. Perry, 
we have one day's later advices from Memphis, 
Vicksburg, and Little Rock— news to the 28th 
ult. At nine o'clock on tbe night of the 27th 
the despatch boat Juleana, Capt. Thomas, ex- 
ploded her boiler when below Grand Lake 
bound up from Vicksburg. The steamer is 
now undergoing repairs at Skipwith's Land- 
ing.

In the skirmish very few were 
wounded and none killed. 

Some persons are inclined to think that an 
engagement is going on at Chattanooga, but 
I don't coincide with them. Unless the ene- 
my is very desperate he will not attack Chat- 
tanooga. If be does, there is every likelihood 
he will be defeated. If he attempts a flank 
movement on that place he will meet a force 
that has been long and well tried in the field, 
and Gen. Rosecrans would be able to hold out 
several days against movements and attacks 
even of a very superior force. The present 
raid was not an unexpected one; we were 
look ing for it 

Cavalry movements do not surprise us. It 
is only when heavy bodies of infantry move 
on our lines of communication or flanks that 
we prepare for serious engagements. Let me 
assure the people that fears for Rosecrans's rear 
and for the safety of Murfreesboro need not be 
entertained, unless the enemy moved on our 
T- ar flank in full force. A General, well qual- 
ified to know, assures me there is no informa- 
tion of an attack on Chattanooga up to the 
cutting of the wires between here and Bridge- 
port; said cutting having taken place this 
morning.

Full official advices of a lata date have been 
received at the Navy Department from Admi- 
ral Dahlgren.

At all events, the 
rebels will be compelled to concentrate a 
large force, if none is there at present and 
should the latter be the case, our troops are 
numerous enough to fight a heavy engage- 
ment and the result can be no other than a 
Union victory.

The Post says, by the arrival of the steamer 
Fulton at this port, from Charleston, we have 
a report, apparently on good authority, that 
tbe headquarters of General Gilmore had been 
removed rrom Morris Island to Folly Island, 
the continual sinking of the beach of Morris 
Island rendering the removal of the Federal 
hea/lquartere, tbe body ot the troops, and the 
material a measure of convenience, while 
there are sanitary ressons which would ul i- 
mately be controlling. There are said to be 
other causes for the change, among them is, 
that the troops will not be less available in 
the future operations against Charleston if 
they are entirely out of the range of any bat- 
teries the rebels have or can erect on Jamas 
Island. 

The recent firing from Gen. Gilmore's bat- 
teries, of which we have received news from 
rebel sources, were directed almost exclusive- 
ly against the efforts that were making, and 
which the rebels do not disclose, to erect new 
batteries in the ruins of Fort Sumpter. It 
appears tbat our reconnoitering boats which 
passed near the walls during the night, dis- 
covered tbat the garrison was conducting ex- 
tensive operations, and indications were that 
the rebels who were gathering in large num- 
bers would be occupied in erecting batteries 
inside of the ruins, with the intention of using 
them when the works should be sufficiently 
advanced to justify the removal of the broken 
walls and debris, which protected the work- 
men and concealed their operations from our 
view. The rapid and heavy firing of onr guns, 
it is expected, will cot only stop this work, 
but render the rebel occupation of Sumpter 
precarious if not impossible. 

Ge neral Gilmore I operations on Morris 
Island are actively going on. The battery on 
Cummings' Point now shields our troops per- 
fectly, while the condition of Wagner is such 
as to protect the troops from all hazard. Still 
there are a few casualties, all of which occur 
in consequence of unnecessary exposure. 

The batteries which are intended to throw 
! Greek fire are now nearly completed, and 
recent experiments have shown that the fire 
may be safely and effectively used. Charles- 
ton is within fair range of the guns already 
placed, and which are in such numbers as will 
insure the destruction of the city when they 
are turned upon it. 

This event will not take place until other 
places are complete and the navy is ready to 
cc-operate with the army. 

Complaint against Admiral Dahlgren is 
universal. Our naval officers and sailors be- 
lieve that Admiral Farragut will soon take 
command of the fleet in Charleston harbor, 
and they express the utmost confidence that

They still hold on to our offi- 
cers and many privates as well as civilians. 

Yesterday was the day for enforcing the 
conscription in Virginia. 

White's cavalry in small squads were scour- 
ing Fairfax county, picking up all the citizens 
that could be found and stealing horses. One 
gang passed along in close proximity to oar 
defences and threatened an attack upon the 
government farms, but the strong guard pre-

Deserters from the army continue to cross 
the Potomac below Alexandria, notwithstand- 
the vigilance of the flotilla.

An artillery private reports that he was ar- 
rested within a mile and a half of G eneral 
Meade's headquarters, robbed, and released. 

1 1 was stated some time ago that the citizens of 
Leurlon and Fairfax counties had petitioned 
Jcfl Davis to have Mosby removed from those 
ie^ions, as the horses which he captured did not 
compensate for the horses taken and the dam- 
age done by Union troops in pursuit of him. 
To this Jeff Davis and Gen. Stuart responded 
that the people could not see the good done by 
Mosby with his men, which was keeping a 
large force of the enemy employed around 
Washington which might otherwise be em- 
ployed elsewhere. 

The Times' Washington despatch says, a 
colored barter direct from Richmond, where 
he has resided for the last 18 rears, and who 
has been in daily contact with the leading 
rebels, says: The ban a of Chickamauga is not 
considered by the people of Richmond as a 
success, and that Richmond can be easily 
captured if the Yankees wanted it and that 
the officers ot the army have frequently said 
in his hearing would be abandoned should the 
army of the Potomac advance in force. 

Many citizens assert publicly that they will 
not offer any resistance in case of an attack, 
because it would be utterly useless. People 
are daily sending their effects further south 
in anticipation of the coming Yankees. 

One day last week the State Guard was 
called out to suppress a threatened bread riot 
Hundreds of employes of the Government 
with their wives and the wives of soldiers as- 
sembled in front of the State Capitol, and, 
armed with clubs and other missiles, demand- 
ed of the authorities relief for their starving 
children. An extensive riot was only pre- 
vented by tbe prompt action of the State 
Guard and the promises of the State authori- 
ties. The action of the Virginia Legislature 
last Friday would t>eem to confirm this state- 
ment.

The pirates Alabama and Geor- 
gia have visited the ports of Cape Good Hope 
and captured and foundered several vessels. 

The steamer Vanderbildt left St. Helena 
August 20th in pursuit of the Alabama, and 
bad captured fifty-six priz a. 

Mtson's letter to Russell, on withdrawing 
from London, was published. 

It Quotes Davis' instructions, saying that it 
isbelivedthe British Government u deter- 
mined to decline friendly overtures, and will 
not receive a minister; it is therefore no long- 
er consistent with the dignity of the Confed- 
erate Government for Mr. Mason to remain. 
The Polish question is unchanged. 
It is reported that Baron Gros informed Earl 
Russel that it was the opinion of the French 
government in relation to the Polish negotia- 
tions, that it is preferable to close a useless 
discussion. 

Chicago, Oct 7. 
Tne Evening Journal has information from 
passengers just from New Orleans that Frank- 
Fin's corps was repulsed ia an attack on Bra- 
shear City. Afterwards, Ord's corps(the 13th) 
attacked and completely defeated the rebels. 
No particulars given. 

It is said that General Sherman, at Mem- 
phis, received official information of affairs. 

Baltimore, Oct 7. 
The extract from the Richmond papers of 
the 3d, copied generally into the New York 
press, stating tbat Imboden had recently made 
a descent upon the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road, is entirely incorrect No interruption 
to tbe regular freight or passenger business 
has occurred since the re-opening in Augus', 
nor is such a contingency probable. The 
temporary large movement for the Govern- 
ment has been fully and satisfactorily accom- 
plished, and the consequent return from this 
source of empty cars, together with those 
loaded with produce bound east insures for 
westward trains prompt despatch. 



Intebistinc. fbom Richmond. — Harvey 
Birch, an emissary who visited R.camond, 
under the guise of a Northern friend of the 
rebels, but was viewed with suspicion and 
confined in the Libby Prison from last spring, 
until quite a recent date, furnishes the New 
York Herald with soce interesting and im- 
portant—it reliable — statements, which we 
quote below : 

The Iron- Clad* at Richmond— The Rebel 
Navy. — Three iron clad s, one in the precise 
style of tbe Merrimac, are in process of con- 
struction; but owing to the scarcity of me- 
chanics and iron suitable for armor purposes, 
they progress very slowly. In July the track 
of the railroad in Main street was taken up 
and is used as plating. They have completed 
one iron-clad similar to the Merrimac, and the 
"Torpedo," upon which Alexander John H. 
Stepheis essayed to visit Washington. This 
constitutes the entire armament n the James 
River — the two or three old propellers, ia their 
pre e n t condition, being of no Account Bat 
that the rebels are makiug grett efforts else- 
where to strengthen their navy there can be 
no doubt. A clerk in to- Xa'vy Department, 
a relative ot Secretar" Mallory, assures me 
that they Lave nice ireb-cladj being cons-.ruct- 
ed in Europe, five of which would be ready 
for sea in October. 

Rebel Negro Tro*P*—the report that Jeff 
Davis is about to call sevfe ra i haadred thou- 
sand negroes into the ^eld is probably not 
j without some founi^'tioi^ The propriety and 
i expediency of such a m asure has been a sab- 
| ject of discussion ; ta ue rebel cabinet for 
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eveial months pas^- Jany prominent rebels, 
including Gov. BoGoTtn, of South Carolina, 
have declared themf'vea in favor of it Oov. 
Bon bam recommenced, as far ba.^k aa April 
last in a letter to the rebel Secretary of War, 
not only the armingof a portion of the slaves, 
but that there are 132,000 free negroes in the 
rebel Stales, exclusive of Kentucky and Mis- 
souri, and that all those fit for military duty 
should be conscripted. On the other band 
there were urged three objections to this 
measure: first, that these negroes were all re- 
quired to till the soil, and provide subsistence 
tor the army and people; secondly, tbat it 
would be imprudent — some said suicidal— to 
put arms in their hands; and, thirdly, that the 
Government bad not arms to give them. It 
was, however, determined, as I have good 
reason to know, to procure all the muskets 
and rifles possible, and as a dernier resort to 
conscript the free negroes and arm a portion 
of tbe slaves. It is, therefore, not i 
ble that the rebel chief, seeing the t 
in articulo morris, has, in alarm and 
resolved to adopt the doubtful, if not 
measure. 

View* of the Rebel Leader* — All of the offi 
ceis of the government with whom I con- 
verted, from Jeff Davis down to Capt Alex- 
ander, of Castle Thunder (a great descent to 
be sure), were emphatic in declaring that peace 
could only be established with the independ- 
ence of the Confederacy— that any proposi- 
tions having in view the reconstruction or res- 
toration of the Union would be simply prepos- 
terous and insulting. They express great son- 
fidecce tbat at no distant day their nationality 
will be recognised by both tbe French and 
British Governments. In one of my conver- 
tations with Mr. Seddoa, the Secretary of 
War, he said, among other things, that tbe in- 
F ranee, when necessary, could 
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tervention ot 

be relied upon as a certainty, and that he be- 
lieved the only reason the Emperor has de- 
layed it so long was his desire that the 
South should exhaust her own resources 
and become embarrassed as far as possible 
before lending her a helping hand, in or- 
der tbat he might lay her under great- 
er obligations, and be in a position 
to dictate terms of treaty and alliance the 
more to his interest and advantage. Bat, be 
continued in the same conversation, let the 
Confederacy once be recognized, and peace 
with the United States established, and Napv 
leon will not be long in finding oat that the 
Southern people are not to be made the 
tools of say European monarchy, and tint 
the geographical and agricultural relations 
of their country and Mexico, as well as 
their commercial interests, demand that they

Government, that its policy toward the Con- 
federacy had been of the most cowardly and 
mercenary character, while toward the 
North it had exhibited unmistakable symp- 
toms of treachery and aversion ; and that he 
hoped the North would soon become sa'isri ^d 
tbat they were waging a fruitless and hope- 
less war, and, after making pence with the 
South, would make good its loss of territory, 
and at the same time punish th« iuaoleacs and 
perfidy of England, by annexing the CanA- 
das. This is not by any meant all I heard 
from high officials on the subject of foreign 
recognition; bat I will only add that I was 
informed by the private secretary of Mr. Ban- 
janiio, that despatches had been received at 
the State Department from Mr Slidell, con- 
veying the positive assurance that the Con- 
federacy would be recognized by France on 
or before th* 10th of January, lBeU. 

Camp Don. las, Chicago. — The Chicajro 
Journal, in an article describing the condition 
of affairs at Camp Douglas, near that city, 
says:

In addition to the three hydrants 
now in use, ten new ones are being erected ia 
different portions of the camp, the water 
pipes being laid through the ground). The 
Fewers for drainage and the water-pipes will be 
completed this week. It has been decided to 
construct a new and more substantial fence 
around the camp, to be thirteen feet high, 
witn a walk or "guard-walk" on the top, two 
ard a half feet wide, with sentry houses at 
prorer distances apart Work 
portant improvement wiil be 
week. 

Yesterday six handred and seventy prison- 
era arrived from Chattanooga, taken at the 
tattle of Chickamauga.
